Jefferson is buried just 
below his home on the side of the elevation. 
Monticello in itself is a most dignified and distinctive home. Through­ 
out the house are displayed examples of Jefferson’s inventive genius. There 
is the adjustable reading and writing table, the swivel chair, the bed 
that elevated, the quaint clock, and many other things that the versatile 
mind of Jefferson designed. 
Necessity, in those days, was the mother 
of invention—and Jefferson made the most of his gifts. 
If he couldn't 
get the thing he wanted, he invented it! 
Something for all of us to think 
about. 
We saw the remains of the gig in which Jefferson rode to Philadelphia 
—and a crude contraption it was. It took us less than half a day to ride 
to Philadelphia in our car. but Jefferson must have consumed days in 
his journey. 
In those days hardship was a part of the game, bdl today 
the traveller is disappointed if he doesn’t make three or four hundred 
miles a day in his car and complains if the road is sometimes “bumpy," 
On our way home we took pictures of old barns and talked with the 
honest, wholesome living folk that lived along the roadside, shadowed by 
the beautiful Blue Ridge mountains of Virginia. 
Now we are back home again, but again we pay tribute to the auto­ 
mobile which gives so much pleasure and happiness and which has af­ 
forded us so much Instruction and which has shown us such unique 
scenes from nature. 
The hills were purple with the spring foliage and 
streaked with miles of lovely dogwood. 
Miles and miles of fertile land—much of it uncultivated—made us 
think of the millions that crowd the cities, knowing so little of the rich­ 
ness of God’s good earth.
